vented From Doing Violence by the 


Action of the Spanish Chief of Po­ 


lice— Authorities Claim That Monks 


Have Taken Part in Disorders. 


San Sebastian, Spain. Aug S — The 
government's rigorous measures and 
the formal renunciation by the clerical 
junta of the threatened demonstration 
in this city insured comparative tran­ 
quillity, and a largely attended bull 
fight was the chief incident. From day­ 
break the streets were patrolled by 
cavalry, 
infantry 
and 
gendarmes, 
while heavy bodies of troops were 
held in readiness in the barracks at 
M iram ar 
palace, 
where 
the 
queen 
mother and the royal children are in 
residence. 
The gravest incident occurred when 
groups of clericals assembled, shout­ 
ing "Death to Spain and long live the 
pope.” 
Thousands of indignant people 
rushed toward the manifestants, and 
only the personal intervention of the 
governor at the head of a platoon of 
police prevented an attack. 
Nearly 
150 arrests were made. 
Many 
amusing 
scenes 
were 
w it­ 
nessed. 
Priests leading bands of peas­ 
ants took to their heels when they 
found the city in the possession of 
the m ilitary. 
The peasants, all their 
courage 
gone, 
were 
disarmed 
aud 
easily persuaded to return to their 
homes. 
In some cases the soldiers 
were compelled to supply with food 
the poor people who had come into 
the city to rail at the government. 
The authorities declare the monks 
have taken an active part in foment­ 
ing the agitation, and it is charged 
that 
they 
have 
distributed 
arms 
among the people.

ROSE WINE 289 YEARS OLD. 


Germany's 
Most 
Celebrated 
Vintage 
Kept at Breme. 
The most celebrated of all the wines 
of Germ any is known as rose wine, 
aud, according to a French contempo­ 
rary, it is Jealously preserved in the 
town hall of Breme. 
The wine has been in the vaults since 
1021, when the conscript fathers had 
six great vats made at Johanntsberg 
and six others at Hockheimer. 
Each 
received the name of one of the apos­ 
tles. 
It is an unwritten law that as 
soon as a bottle of wine Is drawn from 
the vats a sim ilar quantity of the same 
vintage is put into the tun; consequent­ 
ly they are alw ays full. 
Each of the tuns or vats in the town 
hall at Brem e cost originally £18 and 
their capacity is 201 litres, or about fif­ 
ty-seven gallons. 
O ur French statisti 
dan comes to the conclusion that each 
time a bottle of this wine is drunk it 
represents a sum of over £50. 
During file w ar of 1870 the French 
occupied the town, aud the officers, 
braving the anger of the council of 
Breme, made free with their precious 
wine, and it was said that the town of 
Breme paid more to France than all 
the other towns in Germ any. 
At the 
time of the crown prince’s wedding we 
further learn that he was allowed one 
bottle and one only.

Official Population of United States 


M ay Be Given Out. 


Washington, Aug. 8.— It will be the 
middle of October before the people 
of the United States learn their true 
number as 
revealed by the official 
count of the thirteenth census 
It is 
generally believed 
it w ill 
be about 
90,000,000. 
and 
census officials 
are 
known to share in this general belief, 
although officially they know nothing 
about it 
This belief is based on the 
fact an increase slightly in excess of 
the 13,000,000 increase in the previous 
decade would bring the population in 
1910 to the 90,000,000 mark. 
About 300 of the more than 1,800 
clerks in the census office are compil­ 
ing population figures only, while the 
others are working on other statistics. 
Contrary to the general opinion, all 
the counting of the people is done by 
hand, the tabulating machines being 
used only In classification as to race, 
sex and other conditions. 
Enum eration figures w ill continue 
to be given out day by day for the 
next two months or more, while the 
sociological aud industrial figures will 
come later. 
All enumeration figures 
are counted from three to four times, 
and an 
investigation 
is 
ordered if 
there is any suggestion of an error. In

HAS MOTOR FLYING FISH. 


C om b in a tio n 
P o w e r 
Boat 
and 
A e r o ­ 
pl ane Is Evolved. 
A “mechanical flying fish'* that com­ 
bines the qualities of an aeroplane and 
the speedier motorboat is the latest in­ 
vention, and Joseph II. Hoadley. pres­ 
ident of several corporations, is the in­ 
ventor 
He asserts that he has tried his in­ 
vention on Long Island sound aud now 
desires to challenge any aviator to a 
IOO mile race for a side bet <»f $10,000 
to $20,000. 
Ills machine, he says. eau 
travel thirty-five miles an bour in the 
water or fifty-five miles an hour In the 
air. 
Ills aero-motorboat. Mr. Hoadley a s ­ 
serts, is equipped with a 20;> horsepow­ 
er silent engine. 
It is necessary to a t­ 
tain a speed of thirty-five miles an 
hour before taking to the air 
Tile m a­ 
chine is forty-one feet long and three 
feet six inches wide. 
The planes carry 
1,000 square feet of canvas. The tiller, 
which directs the machine upward or 
downward, Is in front with the aero 
rudder, which directs it to right or left. 
The air propeller Is ut the stern aud 
Is nine feet in diameter. 
The planes 
can be folded and the craft used as a 
power boat exclusively. 


In an effort to pick a successor for 
Senator Carter of Montana, the Demo­ 
crats of that state are widely divided 
between former Senator William A.

A u s tr a l ia n A r r a n g e s E x t e r m i n a t i o n o f 
G a r d en Insects. 
On** million toads ar** to be bred by 
Richard Dray, a gardener from Aus­ 
tralia and New Zealand, who arrived 
In New York recently. 
Mr. Dray has 
faith In the ability of tho common 
toad to protect plant life from destruc­ 
tive insects and hopes to convince 
the farm ers that the toad is their 
friend. 
Ile will be the first hop toad 
salesman In the world. 
“It Is amazing.” said Mr. Dray, “that 
farmers know so little about the value 
of the common toad. 
I intend to start 
a society for the protection of the 
toad. 
“The hunger of the toad is prodi­ 
gious. 
It has been estimated that one 
toad will devour In thirty days 700 
cutworms, 1,000 ants, 150 weevils. 14b 
ground beetles anil OOO myriapods, all 
harmful to vegetation. Tho brown tall 
j moth also is eaten in vast numbers.

They are better than any arti­ 
ficial method for the destruction of 
plant destroying Insects.

among the models upon which other 
cities are looking as examples for effi­ 
cient control. 
The city authorities of London and 
Parts, the latter city esi>eclally, have 
asked Mr. Eno’s ald In solving their 
traffic problems, and he Is now in the 
hitter city trying to help them bring 
order out of chaos, for the streets of 
Pnris have always been of all cities 
the most congested and dangerous.
